ially that an understanding had been ar- 
rived at lor the extension .for the strike 
commission awards for another 
three 


years and that the companies had agreed 
to replace in their former positions all 
men except those who have committed 
»cts of violence. 


IN FAREWELL CONFERENCE. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—What is expect- 


ed to be the final meeting between the 
committees representing the anthracite 
mine worker;; and mine owners of Penn- 
sylvania will be hold in the office of the 
trunk line asosciation in this city this 
afternoon, when an effort will be made 
to agree upon a term of years and other 
minor details for the efJntimiotion' of >;the 
award of the anthracite strike commis- 
sion. The miners' convention last Satur- 
day conditionally accepted the original 
proposition of the operators to continue 
th-e award of the commission and 
in- 


structed its scale committee to communi- 
cate with the operator* and try to sigree 
on the number of years the agreement is 
to stay in effect mid also to have the 
operators agree 
not to discriminate 


against certain of the workers. 


DIFFERENCE AS TO TIME. 


That an agreement will be reached is 


not doubted although there is expected 
to be some debate before they agree on 
nil tho details. The miners prefer a on« 
or two yea.rs' agreement, beginning April 
1, but the operators are expected to ask 
the men to accept the award for three 
years. 


SHORT AGREEMENT UNFAIR. 


The mine owners* all through the nego- 


tiations with the employes have insisted 
on a three year compact in order 
to 


avoid an annual disturbance. The min- 
ers, however, 
feel that a three \-car 


agreement will be unjust to them be- 
cause of the frequent changes in the 
working conditions in the mines. They 
argue that tho commission's award dots 
not now cover the new conditions in the 
mining industry and that an agreement 
of more than a year or two would make 
matters very unfair to them. Aside from 
that the leaders of the union feel that a 
three year agreement would not help the 
organization much. They have found 
that after the award of the strike com 
mission threo years ago, thousands o 
men stopped paying dues into the union 
on the ground that they had no immed- 
iate benefit of the services of the organ- 
ization, and for this reason the leaders 
prefer a short time agreement. The fall 
ing 
off in membership 
following 
the 


t-trike commission's award was so great 
that President Mitchell and a staff of or- 
ganizers spent months in the hard coal 
fields last year bringing back old mem- 
bers and otherwise building up the or- 
ganization. 


ASK NO DISCRIMINATION. 


At today's meeting an effort will be 


made to have the operators ngrce not to 
discriminate against any man who has 
been agressivc in the strike movement. 
While this appeared to be a minor ^detail 
it is extremely important to the miners-. 
Not only do nil wish to be taken back, 
but they will insist that they be given 
the same working places *hey had when 
mining was suspended. It is fully ex- 
pected by the miners' leaders, however, 
that the operators will agree to this and 
instruct their mining superintendents to 
carry out tho agreement as far as possi- 
ble. In placing 160,000 men it is expect- 
ed there will be some friction, but it is 
not believed it will result in anything 
serioues. 


TO WORK BY NEXT FRIDAY. 


If an agreement is reached today, the 


Miners' eub scale committee \vili report 


back to tho convention in Seranton to- 
morrow which -will nr. doubt ratify the 
commission's action. If there is no hitch 
in ihe program, the eomontion probably 
will order the men to return to work 
cither Thursday or Monday.

CHICAGO, May ".—Building" Commis- 


sioner Bartzen today ordered the aban- 
donment of the northeast wing of the 
city hall. He said that it is in absolute 
danger and may fall at any time. Sev- 
eral months ago, the county 
building 


which adjoined the city hall on the east, 
was torn down to permit of tho erection 
of a new building. Since it was deprived 
of this support the city hall, which was 
really the west half of the same building 
has been sinking, the walls have been 
cracking, and the joists have been slipping. 
None of them were anchored when tha 
bmlding was erected, and Commissioner 
Bartzen said today that it was only a 
matter of a -few days when they would 
pull out and allow the upper part of the 
building* to- fall., ;The ' <f<sea$sSKSF3f tEe 
offices in the northeastern part of the 
building at once commenced to move and 
in a short time all that part of the city 
hall was vacant. The offices which were 
abandoned are those of the bureau of 
statistics, bureau of police records, build- 
ing department, attorney for the board 
of local improvements, city engineering 
department; street department, sewer 
department, water department, assistant 
chief of police and chief janitor. 


The removals caused great inconven- 


ience, as the city hall was overcrowded, 
and in the present condition of the .mu- 
nicipal finances there is not money with 
which to rent other offices.

Efforts to arouse 
him failed, and she hurried out and call- 
ed for assistance.

Dr. Hansen made an ex- 
amination of tho' body and gave as his 
opinion that death resulted from blood 
'lot on the brain. An inquest was not 
leemed necessary unless the family so 
desire.

NEW YORK, May 7.—What is expect- 


ed to be the final meeting between the 
committees representing the anthracite 
mine workers and mine owners of Penn- 
sylvania will be hold in the office of the 
trunk line asoseiation in this city this 
afternoon, when an effort will be made 
to agree upon u, term of years and other, 
minor details for the edJitintnrtidii' of"tHe. 
award of tho anthracite strike commis- 
sion. The miners' convention last Satur- 
day conditionally accepted the original 
proposition of the operators to continue 
tho award of the commission and in- 
structed its scale committee to communi- 
cate with the operators and try to Agree 
on the number of years the agreement is 
to stay in effect and also to have the 
operators agree 
not to discriminate 


ngoinst certain of the workers. 


DIFFERENCE AS TO TIME, 


That an agreement will be readied is 


not doubted although there is expected 
to be some debate before they .agree on 
all the details. The miners prefer a one 
or two years' agreement, beginning April 
1, but the operators are expected to ask 
the men to accept the award for three 
years. 


SHOUT AGREEMENT UNFAIR. 


The mine owners all through the nego- 


tiations with the employes have insisted 
on a three year compact in order 
to 


avoid an annual disturbance. The min- 
ers, however, 
feel that a three year 


agreement will be unjust to them be- 
cause of the frequent changes in the 
working conditions in the mines. They 
argue that tho commission's award does 
not now cover the new conditions in the 
mining industry and that an agreement 
of more than a year or two would make 
matters very unfair to them. Aside from 
that the leaders of tho union feel that a 
three year agreement would not help the 
organization much. They have found 
that after the award of the strike com- 
mission three years ago, thousands of 
men stopped paying dues into the union 
on the ground that they had no immed- 
iate benefit of the services of the organ- 
ization, and for this reason the leaders 
prefer a short time agreement. The fall- 
ing 
off in membership 
following 
the 


strike commission's award was so great 
that President Mitchell and a staff of or- 
ganizers spent months in the hard coal 
Jields last year bringing back old mem- 
bers and otherwise building up the or- 
ganization. 


ASK NO DISCRIMINATION. 


At today's meeting an effort will be 


made to have the operators agree not to 
discriminate against any man who has 
been agressive in the strike movement, 
While this appeared to be a minor detail 
it is extremely important to the miners. 
Jsot only do all wish to be taken back, 
but they will insist that they be given 
the same working places «they had when 
mining was suspended. It is fully ex- 
pected by tho miners' leaders, however, 
that the operators will agree to this and 
instruct their mining superintendents to 
carry out the agreement as far as possi- 
ble. In placing 160,000 men it is expect- 
ed there will be some friction, but it is 
not believed it will result in anything 
aerioues.

CHICAGO, May 7.— Building" Commis- 


sioner Bartzen today ordered the aban- 
donment of the northeast wing of the 
city hall. He said that it is in absolute 
danger and may fall at any time. Sev- 
eral months ago, the county building 
which adjoined the city hall on the east, 
was torn down to permit of the erection 
of a new building. Since it was deprived 
of this support the city hall, which was 
really the west half of. the same building 
has been sinking, the walls . have been 
cracking, and the joists have been slipping. 
None of them were anchored when the 
building was erected, and Commissioner 
Bartzen said today that it was only a 
matter of a few days when they would 
pull out and allow the upper part of the 


' ' ' 


offices in the northeastern part of the 
building at once commenced to move and 
in a short time all that part of .the city 
hall was vacant. The offices which were 
abandoned are those of the bureau of 
statistics, bureau of police records, build- 
ing department, attorney for the board 
of local improvements, city engineering 
department; street department, sewer 
department, water department, assistant 
chief of police and chief janitor. 


The removals caused great inconven- 


ience, as the city hall was overcrowded, 
and in the present condition of the .mu- 
nicipal finances there is not money with 
which to rent other offices. 


SANITATION MIGHT BE BETTER 


Factory Inspector Evans Criticises Condi- 


tion of Some Factories. 


State Factory Inspector David Evans 


is making a careful inspection of the one 
hundred and forty factories of this city. 
He states that so far as child labor, fire 
escapes and protection of machinery ia 
concerned, there is no complaint to make. 
Few cities in the state he claims, are in 
better condition in these respects. But 
there are many of the institutions not in 
good sanitary condition, both as to ven- 
tilation, light, for • -ashing purposes and 
closets. T'lese conditions have a tend- 
ency to rause sieknc=w among the many 
employes. Mr. Evans snys he has noti- 
fied the owners of factories, and that un- 
less the laws arc strictly complied with 
a number will soon ba complained of and 
orosecuted. 


At present there are employed in the 


factories here over 12,000 persons. There 
was a time when machinery was not am- 
ply protected and accidents were numer- 
ous.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 7.—After 


quiet Sunday, the people of San Francis 
eo today resumed the work of relieving 
the distressed" and planning for the re- 
construction, of the city. The one great 
problem with which the officials, military 
and civil, feel they now have to deal 
with, is that of collecting the refugees 
and getting them into the smallest possi- 
ble number of large camps. Incidentally, 
the question of sanitation is involved, 
for with people scattered everywhere, 
and some of them of far from clejin hab- 
its, it is practically impossible to prevent 
them from violating regulations, where- 
as if they can be centralized all can be 
carefully vtmtched and the slovenly ones 
can be forced to properly protect their 
habitations and the ground immediately 
surrounding the sites of their shelters. 
It is proposed to organize a model camp 
at Hamilton Square. 
This morning 


every available able bodied man in this 
camp was routed out at an early hour 
and s%t to work cleaning up the place. 
Not so much as a scrap of paper is to be 
allowed to lie about.

William Wilton Fatally- Hftrt 


in an Automobile Accident

ST. PETERSBURG, May 7.—The re- 


port of the assassination of the governor 
of Elizabethpol in revenge for his sav- 
age repressions ' in the Caucasus which 
reached here last night, was incorrect. 
It was the governor general of Elcatri-. 
noslav, South Russia, who was assassi- 
nated yesterday evening by' six unknown 
persons, who fired volleys of revolvers at 
bim and then escaped. 


MOSCOW, May 7.—It turns out that 


;he man who attempted yesterday to asr 
sassinate Gov. General Doubassoff, was a 
revolutionist disguised as a naval offi: 
cer which enabled him to approach the 
mlace without creating suspicion. 
He 


carried the boiub in a candy box and had 
a false passport, in which his name was 
given as Metz, which proved his connec- 
tion with the three revolutionists who 
were killed by the explosion of a bomb 
n their room on Saturday last, that be- 
ng the name under which the apartment 
occupied by the revolutionists was rent- 
ed. 


WOUNDED IN THE FOOT. 


Governor General Doubassoff 
waa 


wounded in the foot by the bomb, which 
marked the third attempt upon his life. 
His aid-de-camp and a' sentry were killed. 
The assassin also was killed, and his poor 
aim mlthrowing.the bomb alone save 
the governor's name from being added to 
the long list of men high in Russian pub- 
lic life and army circles who have per- 
ished at the hands of agitators within 
the last few months. 


It has been years since Russia had such 


a violent outbreak of anarchism as now 
prevails. There is hardly a high official 
in the country who has not 
received 


threats of death, and many of them are 
in constant danger, in spite of every pre- 
caution which can be taken. The num- 
ber slain by bomb and bullet during and 
since the recent revolutionary uprising 
reveals the desperate determination of 
the terrorists to accomplish their ends. 


PALACE UNDER GUARD. 


Guards at the governor general's pal- 


ace have been increased largely, and 
every access to the place is barred. 


Doubassoff was returning in-an open 


carriage from the Uspeneki Cathedral, 
and the outroge took place outside the 
carriage entrance to his palace. Several 
by-standers were injured. 


According to the route decided upon in 


advance, the governor general 
should 


have returned to the palace by the side 
entrance, but during the drive he chang- 
ed his route and thereby ran into the per- 
il he was seeking to avoid.

He was forced to 
establish an official organ for th'i advo- 
cacy of hi» views,'ahd it soon became a 
laughing stock and a byword. 


Pending the negotiations for tho last 


hea*y loan tSfe czar doubtless felt that 
Witte wa». still useful. In Europe he is 
knolrn ne Russia's ablest political finan- 
cier, and his reputation had some value 
as an asset. But ..the transaction ia con- 
cluded and Witte's occupation'gone. 


Docs his fall mean the definite triumph 


of reaction T St. Petersburg observers 
differ as to the "true inwardness" of the 
event. Goremykin, Wittc's successor, is 
a man absolutely without weight, author- 
ity or standing. The liberals have noth- 
ing but contempt for him, while the reac- 
tionaries know him to be weak and dull 
and incompetent.

bly M. Izvolsky, curator of St. Peters- 
burg high schools and university, who 
has been named for foreign minister, 
knowing full well that the cabinet is a 
make-shift of the emperor to let both 
Witte and 
Durnovo down. The us\ial 


rescripts do not contain the slightest 
suggestion of the emperor's displeasure. 
On the contrary the rescript to Witte 
puts the motives for his retirement in 
the best possible light, accepting the ex- 
cuse of iil health at its face value. The 
whole tone of the rescript'is extraordi- 
narily cordial and besides it confers on 
Witte the order of Alexander Xevsky set 
in brilliants.' It is the second highest 
decoration in Russia. Witte also retains 
his title of count and is appointed'a' 
member of the council of the empire or 
upper house of the new parliament and 
remains a secretary of state.'' Durnovo 
in givinj; up the ministry of the interior 
becomet a secretary of state, retains the 
dignity of senator and is made a member 
oi tlie council of the empire. 


EMPEROR THANKS WITTE. 


In his farewell rescript to Witte un- 


der today's date the emperor says; 


In consequence of the state of your 


health, which has been impaired by your 
arduous labors you have been obliged to 
ask to be relieved of the functions of 
president of the council of ministers. 
When I summoned you to this important 
post for th« purpo*e of carrying out my 
intentions in regard to inviting my sub- 
jects to partake in--the-legislative work 
I was convinced that your proved capaci- 
ty as a statesman would facilitate the 
establishment of new electoral institu- 
tions. 


Thanks to your perseverance and en- 


lightened action these institutions have 
now been called into existence and are 
ready to be opened, despite the opposi 
tion of the revolutionists against whom 
you have displayed your usual energy 
and decision. At the 
same time you 


wero able on account of your experience 
in financial questions to co-operate in 
placing the resources of the state on a 
sound footing by assuring the success o 
the new loan. In acceding to your re 
quest to be relieved of your functions, 
cannot but express to you my heartfelt 
gratitude for the many services you have 
rendered.

"I ned not tell you about dear old San 


Franoisco that has been almost entirely 
destroyed by earthquake and fire. But 
I do wish to say a word to the readers 
o. your valuable paper about a Wiscon- 
sin boy who lost his entire property in 
tho San Francisco fire. 1 have just re- 
ceived a letter from this old scboolmata 
of mine and will enclose the same to you 
with $10 to start a subscription list for 
one old neighbor. Let every person who 
knows William J. Hocking, or his broth- 
er, Josiah Hooking, of Racine, givo SI, 
and get $1 from his neighbor, and send it 
to the Raciuc Journal and they will for- 
ward it to -W. J. Hocfeing, at San Fran- 
cisco, California. Mr. Hooking was born 
at Yorkvillo, Racine county, and is well 
knoXvn throughout the county." 


The letter which accompanies that of 


Mr. Bosustow, is one written by Mr. 
Hocking, dated at San Francisco, in 
which he tells of tho earthquake and fire 
and tho loss of $40,000 worth of proper- 
ty.

PRAYED AS BUILDING SHOOK 


Matron Deicrlbes Slelit as tho Prl»on«r» In 


"Wtt'Frluro Jail Fell on KneM. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal,, May 4.—It be- 


came public yesterday that while locked 
in separate cells in the city prison 100 
jrisonere whose offenses range from plain 
drunkenness to brutal murder knelt in 
grayer v.'bcn the earthquake of April 18 
shook the hall of justice from basement 
;o tower top. Sin-hardened men and 
women appealed to God to spare them. 


The prayers for deb'verance came only 


after -it became apparent that the at- 
endonts could do nothing to aid tho pris- 
oners. The earthquake had so twisted 
and warped the cell locks that not a 
door could be opened for nearly an hour. 


:I never want to witness such sights 


igain," said Prison Matron Ryan, who 
vns on duty when the trembler 
came. 


'There were eighty men and twenty-two 
women in the cells on 'the rn'orning of the 
arthquake. In our department 
there 


cere abandoned creatures charged with 
.11 manner of crime, many of whom 
.eemed ho-pelcssly lost. They cried anc 
hrieked for mercy when the shock came 
nd pleaded pitifully for release. Not 
ne cf-11 could be opened, and when I ad 
ised my charges of'this fact they knelt 
n the hard cement floor and offered up a 
ervent prayer in unison. 
"In the department of the male prison- 
rs the conditions were the same. Many 
f the men attempted to destroy 
their 


ves by battering tbc-:r heads against 
ic steel bars when they realized there 


was no chance for immediate release. 
They, too, prayed when the attendants 


charge, managed to get them calm 


nough. When it was all over it was a 
neek and humble hundred that we re- 
loved to the branch county jail." 
Mrs. Ryan was tho last person to leave 
he city prison. She was detained by a 
emale prisoner who became hysterical, 
nd just as the matron' walked under 
he immense glass dome covering the 
rison office the glass fell all about her 
nd her prisoner with a mighty crash.

cipal legal argument for the house bill

It is believed that now practi- 
cally the- entire Republican strength of 
the senate will be cast for the bill where- 
as under the long continued estrange- 
ment it was conceded that it would re- 
quire minority endorsement to pass the 
bill and the Democratic party would bu 
in position to take full credit for it. 


Despite the attitude'of Republican sen- 


ators, not to discuss the subject of vic- 
tory or defeat, friends of the house bill 
when charged with surrender to the con- 
servative forces in defense are pointing 
to Senator Long's speech on the bill. In 
that speech the Kansas senator said: 


"I do not object to an amendment au- 


thorizing suit to be brought against the 
commission and conferring jurisdiction 
on the United States courts sitting in 
equity to hear and determine any such 
suit."

Chicago and Milwaukee Electric Hallway 


to Build ST.OOO.OOO Plant. 


WAUKEGAN, .111., May 4.—(Special to 


the Journal.)—Officers of the Chicago & 
Milwaukee Electric railway have incor- 
porated the Chicago & Milwaukee Power 
company to build and own the road's $7,- 
000,000 power plant soon to be erected 
here.

The executive committee of the Danish- 


American association, which was organiz- 
ed in this city last summer, held a meet- 
ing of importa-nce in Chicago this week.

As it is, 
many come to this country without hav- 
ing the faintest idea of the geographical 
or social conditions prevailing here, and 
many pf them, for this reason, are not in 
a position to understand the life in Am- 
erica. Tlie Danish-American association 
will help such immigrants, and it will 
also find good employers for immigrating 
laborers and. workingmec, having now 
500 brandies in all parts of the union, 
and through these branches connection 
with every representative Dane in the 
country. 


It was further decided that tho asao 


ciation engage a man to be at the dock 
in New York when the Danish ocean fly 
ers come in, to receive the immigrants 
and help them as much as possible. 


LECTURERS COMING. 


The association already has made dcfin 


ite arrangements with three of the lead- 
ing lecturers of Denmark to come over 
hera in September and October to deliv- 
er lectures; all of these three will come 
to Racine. The first to come is Holger 
Begtrup, college president and orator o 
the highest rank; the second is Jeppe 
Aakjaer, an author of considerable re 
nown, and the third is J. Jeppesen-Borg- 
bjerg, a strong speaker of the liberal po- 
litical part in Copenhagen; his lectures 
contain a review of the social and econo- 
mic progress of Denmark during the last 
toxtr decades. 


Many other plans are under consider- 


ation at present, and several of them will 
materialize during the coming summer. 


HAS COME TO STAY. 


That the association has come to stay,

'actor in the intercourse between Ainer- 
ca and Denmark, is one thing' certain; 
;hat its significance 'will reach far and 
wide, is byond all doubts by this time, 
although many at first were inclined to 
assume a rather pessimistic attitude t'o- 
vard the association and its plans.

The 
relief committee wrought wonders, but 
in the end it must be admitted that with- 
out the army it would have been impos- 
sible."

NOW LIVE IN-TENTED CITY. "" 


For the first few days the tent cities

Probably for two or three 
more weeks, however, there will be a ne- 
cessity for conserving the limited supply 
that is now coming into the city, for the 
reason that the supply cannot be enlarg- 
ed until serious breaks in one of the 
leading mains are repaired. Until these 
breaks are rcpAired, San Francisco's sup- 
ply of water will be limited to 13,000,000 
gallons daily. This supply is now being 
used to fill the various reservoirs. Some 
of these reservoirs are full and some are

The prayers for deliverance came onl;

The earthquake had so twiste 
and warped the cell locks that not 
door could be opened for nearly an hour 


"I never want to witness such sight 


again," said Prison Matron Ryan, whi 
was on duty when the trembler came 
"There were eighty men and twenty-twi 
women in the cells on'the morning of th 
earthquake. In our department ther 
were abandoned creatures charged wit 
all manner of crime, many of whom 
deemed hopelessly lost. They cried am 
shrieked for mercy when the shock came 
and pleated pitifully for release. No 
one cell could be opened, and when I ad 
vised my charges of this fact they knel 
on the hard cement floor and offered up a 
fervent prayer in unison. 


'In the department of the male prison 


ers the conditions were the same. Many 
of the men attempted to destroy their 
ives by/battering the!-? heads against 
;he steel bars when they realized there 
was no chance for immediate 
release 


They, too, prayed when the attendants 
n charge, managed to get them calm 
enough. When it was all over it was a 
meek and humble hundred that we re 
moved to the branch county jail." 


Mrs. Ryan was the last person to leave 


the city prison. She was detained by a 
emale prisoner who became hysterical 
and just as the matron' walked under 
;he immense glass dome covering the 
prison office the glass fell all about her 
and her prisoner with a mighty crash.

Seven cases of typhoid fever have been 
reported in San Francisco while only one 
definite case since April 18 is known to 
tho health board. The remaining six 
cases are suspicious and it is not yet de- 
termined whether or not they are actu- 
ally typhoid. The record of seven new 
cases in two weeks is below the average. 


This constitutes, it is claimed, one of 


the most remarkable reports known to 
medical men. That almost an entire city 
should be turned .into virtually ono,vast 
camp without preparation for the hand- 
ling of the sanitary situation and yet 
the cases of typhoid should be limited to 
such a small number is considered mir- 
aculous.

TRADE WlTBt IlfDIA. 


It does not seem our East India trade, 


that is trade with the people of India, is 
increasing in any satisfactory 
propor- 


tions, and the reasons therefor aro inti-^ 
muted ws do not sell as cheap as do' 
some nations and our goods are not put 
up as they might be. 


It seems this cheapness is a prime re- 


quisite, aud as cheapness cannot always 
be a. concomitant with good goods, Amer- 
ican products suffer. Again it 
seems 


abundant credit is another essential and 
in this feature European 
competitors 


uro ahead of us; These reasons also af- 
feet our South American trade, though 
in these regions the cheap element does 
not appear to be such a factor, but the 
proper packing of goods and the giving 
of credit, moro the necessary factors.^ 


Our foreign consuls from time to time 


send in reports which, if carefully exam- 
ined, will be found to contain elemen- 
tary' truth which our exporters would 
do very well to heed. Again in these re- 
ports are found hints as to the progress 
of our competitors in these foreign fields, 
and one of those is Japan which is stead- 
ily increasing its trade. Our consul at 
Amoy, Mr. Anderson, in one oi his re- 
ports says: 


"There is abundant evidence that the 


Japanese government is working ener- 
getically and persistently to 
build up 


.Japanese shipping interests. The fact 
I that a. certain Japanese nobleman estab- 


lished a. shipyard in one of the Japanese 
ports to givet the nation a start in that 
direction indicates the 
general 
spirit 


with which the upbuilding of tho Japan- 
ese merchant marine is being undertak- 
en. 


'In this connection it is worth while 


to note that a London publication re- 
ports that during the past few weeks in 
the English metropolis there havo been 
a very large number of merchant vessels 
sold to eastern buyers, nnd every week 
has increased the total of steamers so 
disposed of. After these have sailed for 
the.'east the fact is generally disclosed 
the buyer is a Japanese •firm. A list of 
twenty-seven vessels between 573 and 2,- 
600 tons is given in the Poll Mall Ga- 
zette. When it is considered that tho 
Japanese have acquired a very respecta- 
ble merchant marine fleet of nearly thir- 
tv first class steamers from blockade 
runners viptured on the way to Vladivo- 
stok it. may be realized tho Japanese ac- 
quisition of shipping is considerable. 
There seems to be a general understand- 
ing that tho close of the war between 
Russia and Japan will witness the inaug- 
uration of an aggressive campaign on the 
part of Japanese shipping interests for 
trans-Pacific business. They will not as- 
suredly have a very large if not a pro- 
domiiwnt part in 
Chinese const sliip- 


rjing." 


This extract certainly shows the great 


progress of Japan and the part in the 
world's trade and commerce and manu- 
factures it expects to play later on. 


As regards the cheap and credit ques- 


tion, the elements now interfering with 
our trade in India, a letter to tho bur- 
eau of manufactures says: 


"Cheapness seems to be an extremely 


important requisite in the markets of 
India, more important tlmt quality. This 
fact is recognized by the people of conti- 
nental Europe who are constantly, in- 
creasing their sales in India at the ex- 
pense of England and the United States. 
Belgian 'iron and steel are being furnish- 
ed at ci-tromely low prices and on long 
credits, and of rather Tpoor quality, and 
this-is true of tho various manufactures 
sent in by Germany and Austria.1 The 
manufacturers and exporters of thoso 
countries aecm to realize that they1 must 
mako some temporary sacrifices to build 
•up a trado.iu India, and they arc- doing 
it while the. manufacturers and mer- 
chants of the United States are making 
m> effort, anA therefore gaining no trade, 
but losing the little they had, and al- 
lowing the Europeans to get such a foot- 
hold that our prospects of getting into 
the market are^growing less doily. 


"Of the $100,000,000 of cotton goods 


imported into India last year the United 
States, although the chief cotton grower 
and a larga manufacturer, supplied but 
.$500,000. . Of the $42,000,000 . worth of 
iron and steel import« we supplied *ut 
$1,500,000 worth; of the 
$10,000,000 


worth of mineral oil imported we sup- 
plied but 52,000,000 -worth or one-third 
less in value than we supplied ten years 
ago. Our own imports from India arc 
steadily increasing, while our eatcs in 
that market shown by Indian figures are- 
not only decreasing, but aro a trifle, com- 
pared with our purcluises from her. The 
Indian figures of trade with the United 
States show exports from 1890 to 1903 
of $247,000.000 and imports from 
the 


United States of $61,000,000." 


This India balance adverse to us by 


this statement within twelve years has 
been $186,000,000 and'.month by month 


AMERICA* CITIZENSHIP COMPETENT 


It is singular that the revolutionary 


agents of Europe, the thousands of men 
immigrating to the United States to es- 
cape the tyranny of an empire, to escape 
the dreaded conscription enforced relent- 
lessly by every European country be^it 
republic or empire or kingdom, except 
England, .the professional anarchists and 
socialists, so many soon ns they reach 
here commence to foment trouble and 
breed disturbance.

It is not destruc- 
tion, not the giving of one portion of the 
people more privileges than the other 
portions'enjoy, but tho cutting down of 
nnd the lopping off of the processes by 
which unfairness 1ms been exercised. Our 
government is in the. main representative 
despite nil the irothinps of the profes- 
sional agitators. Our legislators in tho 
nmin mean to ilo a* nenr right ns pos- 
sible and in all this.present peaceful agi- 
tation now in progress among the citi- 
xens. wo shall correct existing evils by pro- 
cesses which do not commend themselves 
to the agitators and shrielccrfi, do not 
commend because it docs not menn their 
supremacy and importation of European 
reds or European socialistic brands to 
take firm root in the greatest nnd only 
genuine republic on earth today.

TKADB WITH INDIA. 


It does not seem our East India trade,

in this feature European competitors 
are ahead of us. These reasons also af- 
fect our South American trade, though 
in these regions the cheap element does 
not appear to be such a factor, but the 
proper packing of goods and the giving 
of credit, more the necessary factors.

Again in these re- 
ports are found hints as to the progress 
of our "competitors in these foreign fields, 
and one of these is Japan which is stead- 
ily increasing its trade. Our consul at 
Amoy, Mr. Anderson, in one of his re- 
ports says:

The 
manufacturers and exporters of those 
countries seem to realize that .they* must, 
make some temporary sacrifices to build 
•up a trade.in India, and they are. doing 
it while the. manufacturers and mer- 
chants of the United States are making 
no effort, and. therefore gaining nO trade, 
but losing the little they had, .anil al- 
lowing the Europeans to get such a foot- 
hold1 that our prospects of getting mto 
the market an^grcwing less, doily. 


"Of the $100,000,000 o! cotton goods 


imported into India last year the United 
States, although the chief cotton grower 
and a large manufacturer, supplied but 
.$500,000. , Of the $12,000,000 . worth of 
iron and steel imports we supplied tmt 
$1,800;000 worth; of the $10,000,000 
worth of mineral oil imported we sup- 
plied but §2,000,000 worth or one-third 
less in value than we supplied ten years 
ago. Our own imports from India are 
steadily increasing-, while our sales in 
that market shown by Indian figures are, 
not only decreasing, but arc a trifle com- 


tion, not the giving of one portion of the 
people more privileges than the other 
portions enjoy, but the cutting down of 
and the lopping off of the processes by 
which unfairness has been exercised. Our 
government is in the main representative 
despite all the irothings of the profes- 
sional agitators.

All the superfluous beef fat from steaks 
and roasts, the fnt from chickens, drip- 
pings from a rosift and fat from soup 
stock or corned beef should be saved and 
clarified, to use for frying and sauto.ing, 
or for ordinary shortening for ginger 
broad, molasses cookies, plain pastry and 
brond. 
Ham and bacon fat should be 


kept separately for frying eggs or occas- 
ionally potatoes. In clarifying suet, cut 
it into small pieces, cover with cold 
water, and set in the oven until the fat 
has all moltorl nnd the water nearly 
evaporated. Strain while warm, prcssinj; 
all the fnt from the scraps. When cool, 
remove the cake of hard fat.

amount to more, than £60,000,000. Is 
it possible that; the funds in private 
hands amount'to an equally large 
sum? 


Some of the examples of hidden 


wealth given by the writers of the 
letter suggest that the amount must 
at any rate be a large one. It Is not, 
apparently, the 'custom of companies 
to search very far tor the owners ot 
unclaimed 
dividends. 
Occasionally 


the chairman of a company refers to 
unclaimed amounts. In the case of a 
building society the chairman an- 
nounced at the 'annual meeting that 
certain unclaimed money had 'been 
utilized to form a reserve fund.

"The profit 
of course comes not merely by the saving 
in the rate itself as compared with ite 
competitors, but by the higher prices it 
is able to charge and by the complete 
control of the market which it secures, 
thereby getting the profit on the whole 
consumption." 


SUGAR TRUST ALSO GUILTY. 


It is unfortxmately not true, he says, 


that the Standard Oil company is tho 
only corporation which has benefited and 
is benefiting in wholly improper fnshion 
by an elaborate series of rate discrimin- 
ations. The sugar trust, he adds, accord- 
ing to the results of the investigation 
now in progress, rarely if ever pays the 
lawful rate for transportation.

GOLL GIVEN TEN YEARS 


Bigelow's Accomplice Will Also 


do Time in Leaveimorth 


Prison. 


MILWAUKEE, May 7.—Sentence 
of 


ten years at hard labor in the govern- 
ment prison at Fort Leavenworth, where 
Frank G. Bigelow is now serving a like 
sentence ,was imposed' upon Henry G. 
Goll, convisted of being Bigelow's accom- 
plice, by Judge J. .V Quarles Saturday 
in the United States district court. • < 


Goll received the sentence, with forti- 


tude. When asked what he wished to 
say, he thanked his lawyers in low and 
halting tones, declared himself innocent 
and. his conscience .at rest, and begged the 
judge to let him return to the protection 
of his children as soon as possible, and 
also to the task of redeeming his own 
sullied name. 


An appeal was imnsediately taken to 


the United States circuit court of appeals 
from the decision of Judge Quarles, ren- 
dered just before passage of sentence, 
that Goll should have a'new trial.' Mr. 
Goll was taken to the county jail, where 
he will remain a week, by agreement of 
attorneys, until the court of appeals can 
consider the request that execution of 
sentence be stayed until the appeal for a 
new trial has been heard. 


ATTORNEYS HOPE TO GET BATE. 
This means that Goll may not be taken 


to Leavenworth until next fall, if he can 
get bail. His attorneys believe that with- 
out hesitation the court of appeals will 
name the bail bond which Goll must give 
to remain free until the appeal' for a new 
trial has been argued. The court will sit 
in Milwaukee next fall, at which time 
the arguments will be made. But Goll 
may be unable to obtain bail. He found 
considerable difficulty in doing so when 
first arrested, a year ago. 


WHAT THE JUDGE SAID. 


In passing sentence the court said in 


part: 
. 


"You are an intelligent and active 


man and must understand that the court 
cannot deal with the assertions that you 
are innocent of the charges. The court 
must deal with the nineteen counts upon 
which a jury has found 'you guilty. 
SouM a cumulative sentence be impoaed 
by the court, which it has a right to 
exact, the sentence would mean a practi- 
cally indefinite one. It is a. very sad 
thing that the court should be called 
upon to impose sentence upon so active 
and capable a. young man. But duty has 
to be done, and the court must do it in 
the best light it can conceive. 


"The court must take into account the 


heinous character of the offense. If gen 
erally followed, it would destroy society. 
The good of the public must be token 
into consideration as well as your indi- 
vidual welfare. The court1 will make the 
sentence concurrent upon the nineteen 
counts, which will be exhausted by a sin- 
gle sentence. Therefore, in accordance 
with the verdict returned by the jury, 
the court sentences you to be confined at 
hard labor in the military prison at Fort 
Leavenworth for a period of ten years, 
beginning at noon today."

Weather and Crops.—Rarely has the 


general situation at the opening of May 
been more favorable than now in regard 
to leading agricultural interests, says the 
Cincinnati Price Current. It is true that 
there is some lateness in the seasoi-,' 
which has had more influence of an a4- 
verse nature perhaps upon the oats crop 
than upon any other, and the acreage un- 
der this grain has not reached as large 
proportions as planned, but the indica- 
tions are that the crop where seeded 
has started well. The higher tempera- 
ture recently has promoted growth of 
grass, so that live stock has been relieved 
materially from feeding requirements. 
The progress of the winter wheat crop is 
almost uniformly excellent and so far 
maintains a highly satisfactory basis. 
The seeding of spring wheat has been ac- 
complished under favorable condition*. 
The older grass lauds appear to have suf- 
fered from winter hardships in many 
places, while the seeding of last year fe 
generally in good shape. The promise for 
fruit thus far is satisfactory in a large 
portion of the country. Corn planting 
is now progressing well and will be quite 
general in a few days as far north as 
Iowa. The expectations are for a full 
acreage under this crop.

;cn years at hard Tabor in the govern- 
ment prison at Fort Leavenworth, where 
?rank G. Bigelow is now serving a like 
sentence ,*as imposed' upon Henry G. 
Goll, convisted of being Bigelow's accom- 
ilice, by Judge J. .V Quarles Saturday 
n the United States district court. • 


Goll received the sentence, with forti- 


;ude. When asked what he wished to 
say, he thanked his lawyers in low and 
larting tones, declared himself innocent 
indhis conscience .at rest, and begged the 
udge to-let.him retun to the.protection 
of his children as soon as possible, and 
also to the task of i-cdeeming his own 
sullied name. 


An appeal was immediately, taken, to 


;he United States circuit court of appeals 
[rom the decision of Judge Quarles, ren- 
dered just before passage of sentence, 
that Goll should have a-new .trial.' Mr. 
Goll was taken to the county jail, where 


will remain a week, by agreement of 


attorneys, until the court of appeals can 
consider the request that execution of 
sentence be stayed until the appeal for a 
new trial has been heard, 


ATTORNEYS HOPE TO GET BATTi. 
This means that Goll may not be taken 


to Leavenworth until next fall, if he can 
et bail. His attorneys believe that with- 
out hesitation the court of appeals will 
name the bail bond which Goll must give 
to remain free until the appeal for a new 
trial has been argued. The court will sit 
in Milwaukee next-fall, at which time 
the arguments will be made. But Goll 
may be unable to obtain bail. He found 
considerable difficulty in doing so when 
first arrested, a year ago. 


WHAT THE JUDGE SAID. 


In passing sentence the court said in 


part: 


lfYou are an intelligent and 
active 


man and must understand that the court 
cannot deal with the assertions that you 
are innocent of the charges. The court 
must deal with the nineteen counts upon 
which a jury has found -you guilty. 
Sould a cumulative sentence be imposed 
by the court, which it has a right to 
exact, the sentence would mean a practi 
cally indefinite one. It is a. very sad 
thing that the court should be called 
upon to impose' sentence upon so active 
and capable a young man. But duty has 
to be done, and the court must do it in 
the best light it con conceive. 


:'The court must take into account tho 


heinous character of the offense. If gen- 
erally followed, it would destroy society. 
The good of the public must be taken 
into consideration as well as your indi- 
vidual welfare.1'The court'will make tho 
sentence concurrent upon the nineteen 
counts, which will be exhausted by a sin- 
gle sentence. Therefore, in accordance 
with the verdict returned by the jury, 
the court sentences you to be confined al 
hard labor in the military prison at Fort 
Leavenworth for a period of ten years, 
beginning at noon today."

Weather and Crops.—Rarely has the 


general situation at the opening of May 
been more favorable than now in regard 
to leading agricultural interests, says the 
Cincinnati Price Current. It is true tha^ 
there is some lateness in the season, 
which has had more influence of an ad-, 
verse nature perhaps upon the oats crop 
than upon any other, and the acreage un- 
der this grain has not reached as large 
proportions as planned, but the indicar 
tions are that the crop where seeded 
has started well. The higher tempera? 
ture recently has promoted growth of 
grass, so that live stock has been relieved 
materially from feeding requirements. 
The progress of the winter wheat crop is 
almost uniformly excellent and so far 
maintains a highly satisfactory basis. 
The seeding of spring wheat has been ac- 
complished under favorable conditions. 
The older grass lands appear, to have suf- 
fered from winter hardships in - many 
places, while the needing of last year is 
generally in good shape. The promise for 
fruit thus far is satisfactory in a large 
portion of -the country. Com planting, 
ie now progressing well and mil be quite 
general in a few days as far north 4ig 
Iowa. The expectations are for a full 
acreage under this crop.
